I lie uidign.ition and frustration of Mayor Lawrence 
is reminiscent of the .similar reactions of another Demo­ 
cratic Mayor of .1 metropolitan area also threatened with 
anarchy and chaos— Mayor O Dwyer of New York who.

there wanted, declared that the whole tie-up was the work 
of Communists. 


I here is a good deal of irony and poetic justice in 
these two great supporters of the New Deal being thus 
caught in traps which they helped to make. 


For the seat of the trouble lies iii the W hite I louse, 
and its deals with lalxir politicians. 
David Lawrence helped pile up the Roosevelt ma­ 
jorities in Pennsylvania which were interpreted as “ man­ 
dates” to give favored labor leaders unfair power in public 
affairs, and to strip away the protections intended to shield 
the American people from tyranny at the hands of organ­ 
ized minorities. 
Moreover, the present head of the Democratic slate 
in Pennsylvania, Senator Joseph l\ Guffey, now running 
for re election, presumably with the support of Mayor 
lawrence, is a man who helped muster the votes in Con­ 
gress to put these labor Imjss laws across; he even sought 
to purge <»tl»er I )entocratic Senators for opposing them. 
One of the firs! steps taken by Lawrence and Guffey, 
when the Little New I b al came to power at I larrisburg in 
p m , was to sabotage the stair's own laws regulating the 
activities of lalior— aimed at preventing just what Pitts­ 
burgh now* has experienced. 
As .1 matter of fact, Mayor Lawrence's inst attempt 
to stop the power shutdown was by means of a type of in- 
junction which his own party had wiped out in Pennsyl­ 
vania, and had roundly abused tile Republicans for rester 
mg. 
Ihe hitter protests of Mayors O Dwyer and l-aw 
rente over the outbreak of these vicious strikes in their 
own backyards .ire merely another illustration of the old 
law I>ook saying 
that one s reaction depends on ' whose 
ox is gored. 
Mayor Lawrence, ii he stops to think, will recall tlicit 
there is very little difference between the lawless methods 
of th«* small independent power union in Pittsburgh, and 
the large affiliated unions elsewhere in the country. 
Some of the wot st of these strikes have been far 
outside the field «>l "collective bargaining 
and have been 
conspicuously aimed at causing so much genera! distress 
that the public would have to give in. 
Many of them have 
been strikes against the public and against the govern­ 
ment, and rn no sense whatever against the owners and 
management. 
I hi* i«*t«*i 11 ship strike, for example, was 
against the trum an wage price formula, and stopped at 
once when h< surrendered and changed his rules, 
A great number of major strikes have been iii direct 
violation of 
no strike 
clauses in signed contracts. 
In 
many others, inc hiding the coal strikes, the strikers refused 
to state their objectives, and have, in effect, demanded the 
power to write their own terms after they won. Arbitration 
is a joke in such strikes. 
Mayor Lawrence is right on one point— in his con­ 
clusion that the lal>or movement has got wholly out of 
hand I Ie ought to know—-he helped open the gate. 
in that f.u t, of course, lie* one of the major issues of 
present campaign— and one upon which it would be
